ED NORRIS KILLED AT MORTONS 

Two negroee are dead and an- 
other had a narrow escape whet> 
a bullef fired from a revolver in 
the hands of an angry negro 
ripped his undershirt as smooth* 
ly as if a rrzor had been used. 
This is the total Ohristmas traite 
dies in Hopkins county for tbi 
week. 

At this place the first of the 
week WiU Boyd, colored, shot 
and instantly killed I>an Mrlbj, 
another negro, of this city, as a 
result of a quarrel. It -eem* 
that Mills was drinking aod start- 
ed a quarrel with Boyd. It is 
claimed that Mills went away 
and returned with a gun, aud wfc< 
trying to shoot Boyd, when the 
latter drew a revolver and fired, 
several shots' taking effect, re- 
sulting in iustaut death. The 
verdict of tbe coroner's jury 
showed that Bqyd acted in s»Tf- 
defense and, at his examining 
trial L>e was acquitted. 

The second killiug took place 
at Morton's Gap Wednesday af- 
ternoon, W*eo VA Norris wae 
killed. L»wi» Norris, a brother 
of the dead uegro,is in the coun- 
ty jail chrmed with the murder, 
hit examining trial being set for 
t.i'day.

The Demo- 
crats of Nelson looked around for 
their strongeat mau, and the choice 
fell on young Bebkham III though 
he was, he accepted the nomination, 
made a mid-winter campaign, and 
came off victorious witb-lu foriy- 
eight hours ol the time when Stege'a 
'pair" waa up. He hurried to se- 
curefhia commission and start for 
Frankfort; bat a railroad wreck 
ahead made connections impossible 
aud alt through;Uiecold winter night 
preceding the day when tbe legisla- 
ture should resume balloting for 
senator, that sickly boy rods in a 
buggy from Bardstowu to the Capi- 
tal and saved the day.
